Secured to the head end 13 of the sleeping 
bag la]^ or panel 12, is a rectangular pand 
15 of padded material being connected to the 
sleeping bag 10 by (me transverse edge 16 
15 rteteof. This panel is adapted to be folded 
along two transverse fold ilines 17, 18 so as to 
form a pillow adjacent die head end 13 txf 
the sleeping bag 10, as shown in Fig. 2. .This 
is die !first function of the panel 15. 
20 Estending al(mg the transverse fold line 17 
of die panel which in the folded (or ' pillow *} 
state is remote fma the head end 13 oi the 
slewing bag, is a second sliding da^ fastener 
21 (fig. 3) in two halves 19, 20 (Fig. 2), these 
25 halves 19, 20 p^xpn^mg in opposite diiecdons 
from the oentie of the said fold line 17 along 
the fold line. 

If the pUow is f dded by bringing the two 
free cocneis iqywaxds and inwards so diat the 
30 two halves 19, 20 of the second sliding da^ 
fastener 21 register and can be en^^ged widi 
one another, as shown in Fjgs. 3 and 4, thus 
the two oomers togedier, the i»llow is 
into a hood 22. This is die second 
35 function of the panel 15. 

Eadi longjtaduial edge of the pand has a 
hem 23^ open at the era 24 remote ftom die 
sleeping bag 10, in whidi hems req)6cdve 
draw tapes 25 are accommodated. At the end 
40 of each longitudinal side of die pand 15 adja- 
cent die head end 13 of die deepmg bag 10, 
die respective draw taj^ 25 is fdded over to 
form a hMip 26 and is then secured to the 
pand to pmenc withdrawal.of the draw tapes 
45 25 from thdr respective hems 23. When it is 
desired to endidc the head of a recumbent 
person m the deling bag the pai^ 15 is 
folded and fastened in its hood fcxnn as dxown 
in 'Fig. 3. The draw tapes 25 are then passed 
50 through thdr respective loops 26 as shown in 
Figs. 3 and 4 and ded toother in a bow 
tte like beneath the chin of the recumboit 
person in die sleeping bag 10. 
The pand 15 has a third function and this 
55 is to act -as an outer casing for the sleeping 
bag 10 when the bag 10 is folded e.g. for stor- 
age. 

To achieve this, the sleeping bag is fiist 
folded, aOong two symmetrical longitudinal 

60 fold lines, as to reduce it to afbout half of 
its open width. It is then rolled as ^own in 
Fig. 5 from die foot to the head as dg^y as 
possible. The pand 15 is then wrapped around 
the rolled and folded deeping bag 10 and tlie 

65 draw tapes 25 are passed throng their respec- 



dve loq>s 26 and drawn d^t and each draw 
tape is then tied as shown in Fig. 6 to prevmit 
unrolling of the bag 10. There may also be 
provided a dmd tape 27 vMdi will endrde 
the bag and the pand in die rolled state, 70 
along a central circumferential line around the 
rolled bag and pand. The rolled and fol^ 
bag is then securdy ded to form a stdistan- 
tially cylindricai shape. The pand then sub- 
stantially endoses the sleq>ing bag and the 75 
ardde of sleeping equipment is easSy carried. 

The invention is not confined to the precise 
details of the foregoing example and vadations 
may be made tfaoieto. For instanccj, the fas* 
tener 21 need not be a sliding dasp fastener 80 
as any other suitE^le fastener or fasteners (e.g. 
press studs) may be used. 

The deeping bag 10 need not have the first- 
mentioned sliding clasp fastener 14^ and in 
fact, the sleeping bag may be of any convcn- 85 
tional form providing one layer or p^od there- 
of presents one transveise edge^ at the head 
encC to which the pand 15 may be secured 

The pand 15 may be adapted to be folded 
only once along one transverse fdd line. 90 

An artide of sleeping equipment according 
to the present invendoa has die advantage 
diat it is easily portable and the pand pro- 
vides a comfortable fnUow^ and extremely 
thermally efiScient hood for a recumbent per- 95 
son in the deeping bag; and a particdlariy 
convenient cover for the sleeping t^g. 

WHAT I CLAIM IS: — 

1. An ardde of sleeping equipment com- 
prising a sleeping bag, to the h^ of winch 100 
is attached a panel, the pand being in sec- 
tions and adapted to be folded along at least 

one fold Ime transverse to the longitndinal 
direction of the deeping bs^ to form a pillow, 
there being fastening means at cr adjacent the 105 
in& transverse edge of the pillow^ sucb that 
when the two haflves of said edge are broug^ 
together by folding the two free comers- of 
the pillow l^>wards and inward^ said fasten- 
ing means can be engaged so as to hdd the 110 
edges together to form a hood adapted to 
recdve the head of a recumbent pasm in 
^sleepmgbag. 

2. An artide of deeping equipment as 
claimed in daim Iwherdn the pand IS in three 115 
sections having two transverse fold lines. 

3. An artide of sleeping equqxment as 
claimed in daim 1 or 2 wherein the fas- 
tening means is located so as to be along the 
transveise fdd Hine nearest to the head of the 120 
sleeping bag, so that on completion of the 
transverse folding of the pand to form the 
pillow, the fastening means is disposed at the 
free transverse edge cff the pillow. 

4. An article of deeping equipment as 125 
claimed in daim 1, 2 or 3 whereui die &sten- 

ing means comprises a sliding dasp fastener . 
in two hdves and positioned so that the two 
halves register and can be engaged on the said 
subsequent f oldmg of dm pifilow into halves. 130 
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5. An article of sleeping equijmien^ as 
daim^ in ai^ preceding claims having draw 
tapes provided so tliat tibe hood nuty be fas- 
tened tinder the chin of a xeaimbeiit person 

5 in the sleeping bag. 

6. An article of deeping equipment as 
daimed in any preceding daim wherein the 
panel is large enough to accommodate the 
sleq>ing bag idien die latter is folded and 

10 roHed and may be provided with tapes where- 
by the whole artide of sieq)ing equipment may 
be secured in the folded and rolled statJe. 

7. An artide of slsepmg equipment as 



daimed in any preceding dainzj diaracterised 
in that it is made (tf watexproof materiaL 15 

^8. An artide of sleq)ing eqiniHnent as 
daimed in any preceding daim, dmracteiised 
in that it is quilted and lined

I, Thomas Slateb, a British subject, of 
Ch^ter Stnet, Presttvidi, in the County of 
25 Lancaster, do hereS^y dedare this invention to 
be described in the fdbwing statement: — 
This invention concerDs aitides of sleeping 



invention is more ^particularly conr' 
30 cemed with soolled ** sleepmg bags ^ wfaidi 
are usually substandaily rectangular in shape 
and con^nise two siq^erimposed layers or 
panels \^bich are secured together akoig the 
two sides of the rectaiigje and along one end 
35 tha:eof, the other end (hexeinafier called the 
h^ end) being open to pennit access to widi- 
in the bag. 

According to the present invention an ar- 
tide of deq)ing equipment comprises a sleep- 

40 ing bag, to the head oi which is attached a 
psmel, the pand being in sections and adap- 
ted to be folded along at least (me fold 3me 
transverse to the longSudmal direction oi die 
deepii^ b^ to fonn a {mDows diere being fas- 

45 tening means wherd>y, on subsequent Mding 
(tf die pillow into halves on a line extending 
loqg[tudina% relative to die sleeping bag and 
oigagement of the lastening means, a hood is 
formed adapted to recdve the head of a r&- 

50 cumbent person in the Aspiog bag. 

Pre&nibly die pand is in tiuee sEscdons hav. 
ing two transverse fdd lines. 

The fastening means is advantageously 
located so as to be along the transverse fold 

55 line nearest to die head of ibt deqHng bag, 
so diat on completion of the transverse folding 
of the pand to f omi the pillow, the listening 
means is ^&sposed at the free transverse edgie 
of die pillow. 

60 The fastening means may comprise a slid- 
ing clasp fastener in two halfves and positioned 
so that the two halves roister and can be en- 
gaged on the said subsequent folding of the 
pillow into halves. 

65 Draw tapes may be provided so that the 
hood may be &st^ed under the dun of a re- 
cumbent person in the sleqping bag. 
The pand may, advannageonsly, be large 



enough to accommodate the sleeping bag when 
the latter is folded and rolled and may be 70 
provided widi tapes whetdyy the whole artide 
of sleeping equipment txisy be secured in tiie 
folded and rdled state The pand thus may 
form an exterior cover. 

Advantageously^ the artide of sleqiing 75 
equ^ent is made of a waterproof matoia], 
and it may be quilted and lined for estra 
warmth and cwnfoit. 

The inveotion will be described further, by 
way of example, with reference to <Hie pr^- 80 
red practical embodiment diereof^ it being 
undostood that the precise details, heremafter 
described, are in no way limitative of the scope 
of the present invention. 

An artide of sleeping equipment in accord- 85 
ance with die present invention courses a 
sleepmg bag. The sleeping bag is substantially 
rectangdiar in shape and con^irises two siq>er- 
impos^ layers or panels of a quihed material 
vduch are secured tx>gether along the two aides 90 
of die rectangle and one end thereof^ the head 
end being open to pennit acxess to within the 



The sleq)jng bag is made of a quilted mat- 
erial and has a first sliding dasp fostenec 95 
extending pardy along one longitiidinal side 
frran die iKad end of the s3eQ>ing bag. This 
fastener serves to facilitate entry into the bag. 

Secured to the head end of one of the sleep- 
ing bag layers or pandls, is a rectangular pand 100 
of padded materkl bdng connected to the 
sleqnng bag by one transverse edge tfaerec^. 
This imnd is ad^tted to be folded along two 
transverse fold lines so as to form a pillow 
adjacent the head aid of die deeping bag. 105 
This is the first functicm of the panel 

Extending along that transverse fcdd line of 
the pand, which in the folded (or 'pillow*) 
state is remote from the head end of the sleqp^ 
ing bag, is a second sliding dasp fastener in 110 
two halves, these extending in opposite direc- 
tions from the centre ci the said fold Ihie 
along the fold line. 

If the pillow is fdded longitudinally along 
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a central longitudmal fold line, the two halves 
of the second sliding dasp fastener register and 
can be engaged widi one anodier. l%is forms 
the pillow into a hood. This is the second 

5 functioned the panel 

Each longitinlinal edge of die panel has a 
hem^ open at the end remote from die sleq>ing 
bagj in which hem the aforesaid draw tapes 
are accommodated. At the end of each longi- 

10 tudinal side of the pa^ adjacent the h^ 
end of the sleeping ba& the respective draw 
tape is folded over to fatm a loop and is then 
secured to die panel to prevent wididrawal oi 
die draw tapes from ihdr respective hems. 

15 When it is desired to endrde the head of a 
recumbent person the panel is f oHded and fas- 
tened to form a hood The draw tapes are 
then passed tfartn^ dieir respecdvie loops and 
ti^ together in a bow or the Ifloe beneath the 

20 dun of the recumbent person in the sleemog 
bag. 

The panel l^ay a third fimctimi flnij riiis is 
to act as an outer casing for the deeping bag 
when the bag is folded e.g. for storage: 

25 To achieve diis, the sleqxing (bag is first 
folded, along two symmetrical longitudinal 
fold lines, so as to reduce it to half of its open 
width. It is then rolled from the foot to the 
head as tighdy as possiUe. The pand is then 

30 wrapped arotmd the rolled and folded sleq>- 
ing Ixig and the draw tapes are passed through 
diw respective loops and drawn tight and each 
draw tape is then tied to prevent unrolling <^ 
the b^ There may also be provided a third 



tape which will endrde the bag and the pand 35 
in the rolled state, along a cendal longmiidinal 
dine of the rolled bag and panel The rolled 
and folded bag is then secindy tied to form 
a sdistandally q^indrical shape. The pand 
then substantially encloses the sleeping bag and 40 
the article of sleeping equipment is eaaly ear- 
ned 

The invention is not confined to the precise 
details of the f (nr^ing exan^ and vanaticms 
may be made thereto. For instance, the fas- 45 
tener means need not be a sliding da^ fas- 
tener as any other suitable f astmer or fasteners 
(e^ press studs) may be used. 

The sdeeping bag need not have the first- 
mentioned sli^g dasp fastener and, in &c^ 50 
the sleeping bag may be of any conventional 
form providing one layer or pand thererf 
presents one transverse edge, at the head end, 
to which the pand may be secured 

The pand may be adapted to be folded 55 
only once along one transverse fold line. 

An article of sleq>ing equipment according 
to the present invention has the advantages 
that it is easOy portalUe and the paneil pro- 
vides a comfortable pillow; an extreandy tber- 60 
mally effident hood for a recumbent person 
m the sleq)ing bag; and a particularly con- 
venient cover for the 8leq>ing bag.
